In the Pra»ile Provinces , 
scattered showers, which have been 
fairly general and heavy rains In 
some areas, have benefttted crops 
which were backward and adversely 
affected by high wtnds. Conditions 
now a « fairly favourable but more 
moisture and warm weather are need 
ed. In quebec the weather generally 
has been favourable but In som sect¬ 
ions continous lalns have adversely 
affected growth pr nclpally on low 
land. The present waim we'ither 
should be beniflcial. In Ontario gen- 
c.ous rains followed by y^nplo warm¬ 
th have promoted steady growth 
th.oughout the province. The season 
is ten days ahead of the average.

NOSE AND THROAT 


The nose and th oat of many per- 
wns cause them considerable annoy 
ince and discomfort. Most of this tiou 
ole Is due to InfecUon, by which wo 
.mean the presence of germs. 

Tonsillitis may occur in an acute 
form with seve.e sore throat, fever 
and swelling of the glands of the 
of the neck. This condition is painful 
but it Is not nearly as serious as a 
chronic Infection of the tonsils. In 
the chronic coniktioin, there Is no pain 
fever oi swelling, nevertheless, from 
these tonsils the poisonous material.s 
generated there go out Into the blood 
stream and thus every part of the 
body is open to damage fiom this 
source. 

EMseased tonsils inquire treatment 
The proper treatment must be dec.ded 
on for each individual, but, generally 
speaking there is only one cure ana 
that Is removal by operation. 

Adjoining the nose are several hal¬ 
low spaces known as the nasal sinuses 
Under normal conditions, these sinus¬ 
es contain air. They connect with the 
nose through tatber small openings. 
If Infection occurs in the sinuses, the 
opening frequently becomes blocked 
and the pus formed, os a result of the 
infection, cannot drain out. 

A cronlc Infection may develop tn 
one or more of the sinuses, and If 
this occurs, it presents the same dan¬ 
gers as do chiunlc Infections of teeth, 
tonsils. The cronlc sinus Infetions is 
frequently respoD;ble for repeating 
bead colds. The old Infection flares up 
I from time to time. During the acute
